‘Most Unjust’ Plan 
For Federal Aid 


Proposal Amounts To 
Decree Only Public 
Schools Merit Help 


Washington—(NC)—The House 
education subcommittee’s approval 
of the Barden Bill for Federal 
school aid, which is remarkable for 
its thoroughness in ruling out help 
to parochial school children, has 
generated a quick and vehement 
response from Catholic leaders. 


“It is the worst of all the bills 
considered by the committee. It 
is unjust, discriminatory and waste- 
ful of Federal money. The com- 
mittee’s approval of it is an insult 
to Catholics, Negroes, labor and 
all other groups sincerely inter- 
ested in the improvement of Amer- 
ican education,” declared the Rev, 
William E. McManus, assistant di- 
rector of the Education Depart- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, who recently pleaded 
with the House group for a fair 
compromise on the Federal aid 
question. 


The executive secretary of the 
National Council of Catholic Wom- 
en, Miss Ruth Craven, in a state- 
ment sent to the subcommittee, 
termed it a “discriminatory bill in 
every sense.” She also made the 
point that it “does not have the 
redeeming feature of considering 
the country’s economic interest.’ 

The Barden Bill, accompanied by 
its approval from the subcommit- 
tee headed by the bill’s sponsor, 
Rep. Graham A. Barden of North 
Carolina, now goes to the 265- 
member House Education and 
Labor Committee. The chairman 
of this group is Rep. John Lesinski 
of Michigan,

The pastor of a parish, and even 
his assistants, are recognized as 
its spiritual father and are re- 
spectfully addressed by the title of 
Father by Catholic people. Religi- 
ous orders of men in the Church 
—spiritual families, one might 
call them—very commonly apply 
to their superiors or heads the 
term “Father.” They address them 
as “Father Abbott,” “Father 
Prior,” “Father Provincial,” 
“Father General.” 


St Augustine showed in what 
high esteem Christian fathers were 
held when he addressed those of 
his own diocese of Hippo with the 
salutation “My Fellow Bishops.” 
This powerfully suggests the spir- 
itual side of the paternal office. 
Much like the bishop of a diocese 
the father of a family is charged 
with the care of the spiritual wel- 
fare of the souls committed to 
him. True, the father cannot trans- 
mit supernatural life to his chil- 
dren, but he does have an obliga- 
tion to see to it that supernatural 
life is transmitted to them. It is 
for him to bring them to Christ, 
in person of the priest, that they 
may be made children of God 
through baptism.

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AST year the Franciscan Fa- 
thers celebrated the 800th an- 
niversary of the Hungarian 
Lourdes. The name of the sacred 
place is Mariagyud, and it is one of 
the simplest, but most beautiful 
among the numerous Marian 
shrines of Hungary. 

People here in America seldom 
discuss Hungary, for the ‘simple 
reason that they don’t know much 
about this little country. Cath- 
olic papers devote some space 
every now and then to news coming 
from that faraway land, but these 
items mainly deal with politico- 
religious events. 


Church’s Stronghold 


But there are only a few people 
who know that Hungary is one 
of the strongest Catholic states 
in Eastern Europe, with approxi- 
mately 65-70 per cent Catholic 
population. This ‘small country 
served for over a thousand years 
as the stronghold of Christianity 
on the crossroad between East 
and West. Little Hungary has 
given more, proportionately, saints 
to the Catholic Church than any 
other country; has been Catholic 
ever since the reign of its first 
king, St. Stephen, who made Cath- 
olicism the religion of the state. 
His holy right hand is still the 
most respected relic of the people; 
and his crown that he receive 
from Pope Sylvester II in the 
year of 1000, is treasured also. St. 
Stephen consecrated the country 
to the Blessed Virgin in the course 
of a vision, and she graciously 
consented to be the Patroness of 
Hungary. 

All these events happened 948 
years ago. The people have pre- 
served their faith since that time, 
their belief becoming stronger 
during wars, and their devotion to 
the Holy Mother growing deeper 
and deeper. The best proof of 
this devotion is the great number 
of Marian shrines everywhere in 
the country, with frequent pilgrim- 
ages and repeated miracles. 

The ancient shrine, Mariagyud, 
is in the southern part of the 
country, close to the Yugoslav 
border. When the little local train 
takes a turn among the mountains, 
the travelers gaze breathlessly at 
the beauty of the countryside. It 
is one of the oldest sections of 
the country, where old people still 
remember the legends about fair- 
ies, witches and ghosts, and where 
faith in God is strongest. /

miles farther, against the dark 
background of the mountains, ap- 
pears the immaculate whiteness of 
the little church.

The little village leads a quiet, 
eventless, peaceful life on the 
mountainside. The people’ work 
hard for their living, but the 
storms of every-day politics don’t 
stir up the placidity of their lives. 
On the almost endless street from 
the railway station to the church, 
children are playing in the pale 
winter sunshine, and the sound 
of the bells floats in the motion- 
less air. 


Forty stairs lead to the little 
white church, and one’s steps echo 
in the silence. Inside the church, 
in the semi-darkness, a few old 
women whisper their rosary under 
the miraculous statue of the Vir- 
gin. Above the altar, under the 
simple glass-cover, the Lady 
smiles at them with an under- 
standing, benevolent glance. The 
statue is covered with gold, silver 


yee Again 
and jewels, that people brought 
here to express their gratitude for 
miraculous healings. Sticks and 
crutches line the walls around the 
altar, and in a little chest silver 
souvenirs bear thankful witness of 
those who received graces at this 
place. 


And the number of those who 
come here to ask for help, is in- 
numerable. In the course of a 
pilgrimage, after the evening sha- 
dows pull dark curtains across the 
mountains, thousands of pilgrims 
walk on their way to the three 
main stations with candles in their 
hands. From a little distance, it 
looks like a flaming serpent on 
the mountainside. 


800 Year History 


The Hungarian Lourdes—though 
not as famous as the French one 
—has gone through many disas- 
ters uring the history of 
800 years. Under the Turkish oc- 
cupation of Hungary, the major- 
ity of the Catholic population was

Inferview With A Saint

NEELING in Church one day, 
I had an interview, an inter- 
view with a Saint. 


My first impression of the Stu- 
dents’ Saint was exactly the same 
as that brought about by his bio- 
graphers. He was of lofty stature, 
straight and well-proportioned, but 
with an air of great humility 
about him. His piercing blue eyes 
hid a world of knowledge and his 
piety seemed to envelope every- 
thing about him. When he spoke, 
it was as-I always imagined my 
Guardian Angel’s voice, soft and 
understanding, yet firm and sure. 

Fearing that: the appearance 
would not last long, I began to 
ply questions upon him. Of course, 
I know already a few conventional 
facts about this Patron of Stu- 
dents. Saint Thomas Aquinas was 
born into a royal family in about 
1226. At an early age he showed 
great ability to learn and by the 
time he had studied at the Univer- 
sity of Naples he had surpassed 
most of his masters. His family 
was greatly opposed to his enter- 
ing the Dominican Order, but his 
great faith finally overcame their 
protestations and he was received 
into the Order of the Preachers. 
He then began study under the 
most learned man of the time, AIl- 
bert the Great: It was at this 
point in his life that he earned the 
name “Dumb Ox” because of his 
quiet, retiring nature. Later he 
was made Doctor of the Church 
and began writing his’ great 
“Summa Theological.” His death 
came at the early age of 49 in a 
Monastary while on a journey. 

Swallowing my timidity, I ask- 
ed him what he thought of the 
world today.

killed or led into slavery. Though 
the little church remained intact, 
the sacred statue disappeared. 
After repeated appearances of the 
Holy Virgin, the people erected a 
new statue. 

The greatest catastrophe occur- 
ed at the beginning of the 1700’s 
when the little village and the 
shrine were destroyed by the Ras- 
cians (Serbians today). The be- 
lievers and the Franciscan Fathers 
were murdered. Some faithful peo- 
ple, who escaped the massacre, 
tried to save the statue and they 
took it to a town far from the 
disaster. 


After the merciless war, in the 
harrassed and cenfused period, 
people stopped pilgrimages. But 
the Holy Virgin wanted to let her 
people know about her presence, 
and she appeared in two instances 
to local persons at the walls of 
the partly destroyed church, Af.- 
ter the visions, the Catholics start- 
ed a fervent but vain campaign 
to get back their statue. The long 
controversy almost gave way to 
a new war, when the Holy Con- 
gregation made an end to it with 
a wise decision. The  believérs 
were told to erect a new statue, 
similar to the old one, because 
“God had chosen.the place to show 
His grace, and the miracles were 
not linked merely to the statue.” 


The continuous healings proved 
that the Congregation was right. 
The Holy Mother showed her in- 
finite grace especially during a 
pestilence in the 18th century, 


when through her intercession the 
plague was stopped sg 


after a fervent p 
new miracle c the ag 
to erect a new church, which in- 
cluded the walls of the old build- 
ing (built in 1148) and which still 
exists. 

Last year the Marian shrine was 
800 years old. Behind the mon- 


astery, in the beautiful garden, | 


there is an open altar. In sum- 
mertime 50 to 100,000 people gath- 
er here from all parts of the coun- 
try to ask for grace or to thank 
Our Lady for her help. 


Among the three stations of 
the pilgrimage, the first one is 
an artistic, colored ceramics 
monument, representing the Pa- 
troness of Hungary. 


The second station is the Cruci- 
fix, popularly known as the 
“Honey-Jesus.” And the little 
sign in front of it, tells why: The 
foot of Christ on the statue has 
been broken for a long time. Years 
ago bees settled down in the hol- 
low and, as the legend says, one 
time honey trickled to the geome 
tal. In 1912 a little ‘blind girl 
came with her parents to the 
Crucifix to ask for the help of 
God. As the child turned her face 
toward the statue, a drop of fresh 
honey fell on her blind eyes. And 
she could see again ... 


From the Pieta, which is the 
highest point of the pilgrimage, 
a beautiful-panorama opens before 
the eyes. A part of the infinite 
lies at the foot of the mountain. 
One can see not only ‘this section | 
of Hungary, but the nearby border 
as well as the chain of the Black 
Mountains in Yugoslavia. Below, 
on the forty stairs, some old peo- 
ple shuffle to the litany in the eve- 
ning hours.

Rahere was a jester in the pal- 


England. He was so clever that 
nobles flocked from far and near 
to hear his witty sayings. They re- 
warded him with money and gifts 
for putting them in such fine hum- 
or. Rahere soon became a very 
wealthy man. He was not such a 
fool after all. 


When he was converted to Chris- 
tianity he changed completely. He 
became as ardent a Christian as he 
had been an unbeliever before. On 
a pilgrimage to Rome, he fell ill 
and thought he was oing to die. 
He prayed for more time in which 
to repent, and made a vow on the 
relic of St. Bartholomew. 


Rahere vowed that if he got 
well he would build a hospital in 
London. That night St. Bartholo- 
mew appeared in a dream, and 
announced that Rahere’s prayers 
had been heard. 


Not only did the grateful jest- 
er build a hospital, but a church 
and priory as well; founded in 
the year 1123. The Monastery of 
Saint Bartholomew was opened to 
monks of the order of St. August- 
ine.

A DOZEN or more times in recent months I have encount- 

ered folks who have in their homes either aged members 
of the family, or invalids, some chronic sufferers, others semi- 
In two instances, each in a 
separate household, it was pleasant to observe the earnest 
and kindly interest members of those two families showed 


ill, and one rather acute case. 


toward their sick ones. 
home there was a mother who had 
been an invalid for many years. 
IlIness over a long period is a 
test of character. Not only a test 
of the patience and resignation of 
the sick one of the appreciation 
felt, and the rewarding affection, 
but similarly a test to which the 
well in the home are subject. To 


stand the test reveals true char- 
ity. This was the charity observed. 
One remembers such people most 
peasantly! 


But what about the others? 
Those who are ungrateful for the 
care they receive ... Those who 
grouch over everything and who 
can never receive enough atten- 
. Such invalids, if borne 
with patiently, served willingly 
and cheerfully, will develop forti- 
tude, consideration, and Christ- 
like mercy in their homes or 
wherever they may dwell. This de- 
voted care assuredly will in the 
long run call forth prayers and 
blessings from those whom they 
have nursed, if nursing is neces- 
sary, or from those who are’ up 
and about and yet who do require 
considerable attention. All this, 
provided, such chronic cases or 
semi-invalids are really loved 
either for themselves as well as in 
charity, or attended faithfully in 
— charity out of love for 

od, 


It is well for all of us to con- 
stantly keep in mind that mere 
toleration is not flattering, neither 
is it comforting. And particularly 
should we remember the sensitive- 
ness of the sick, the aged, and 
those chronically ill. These men 
and women, and children too, real- 
ize their infirmities. They know 
they are in pain. They know how 
and where they hurt. You don’t, 
nor I, nor the doctor, precisely. 
And often sufferings of body, an- 
guish of mind, and depression of 
spirit, may become almost intoler- 
able. Particularly, is this true if 
a strong faith in God’s providence 
and tender care does not soften a 
sufferer’s pains and sorrows. 


Visit The Sick 


Even when people are well, they 
are not pleased to be in the pre- 
sence of those who merely 
“Stomach” them but have no taste 
for them. Think how much more 
uncomfortable would be the re- 
action of the sick to the thought- 
less remarks, harsh criticisms, and 
cruel antics of relatives who grow 
weary of their prolonged need of 
attention. Consider the loneliness 
induced by nurses who serve like 
automatons instead of manifesting 
gentleness that flows from the 
heart. And it might be well for 
us all to ponder whether or not we 
are tactful with friends and 
acquaintances when we call to see 
the sick. 


Often physicians advise against 
calls, other than the briefest ones, 
for the reason a patient’s strength 
is taxed. But what about the 
“chronics” or others not danger- 
ously sick? Do we hurry in and 
out, obviously bored by the sick- 
room? Are we good manufactur- 
ers of excuses so thin the patient 
can see through them without 
effort ? 


True feeling is a precious emo- 
tion. Our Lord was divinely com- 
sionate. The saints imitated 
im in His consoling tenderness. 


It is a beautiful practice that of 
visiting the sick, also those who 
are not bedfast but incapacitated, 
the chronic invalids, and all who 
suffer, who are lonely, and who, 
most stabbing of all, are unwanted.

SECOND only to the mobilization of our parishes is that 

of our various organizations. The Holy Name Society, 
the Knights of Columbus, the Catholic Order of Foresters, 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, the National Councils of 
Catholic Men and Women, the Legion of Mary, the Daugh- 


ters of Isabella, the Sodality 


of Mary, the Catholic Youth 


Organization and_ the 
Clubs are a few of the many so- 
cieties that might well be enlisted 
in the Apostolate to non-Catholics. 
To their present laudable aims and 
purposes might well be added the 
objective of winning converts. 


Far from impeding them in 
their present work, that additional 
objective would vitalize and 
strengthen them in all their under- 
takings. The chapter meetings of 
many of these societies are fre- 
quently poorly attended; interest 
often lags, and many members find 
themselves questioning the fruit- 
fulness of the investment of their 
time at the meetings. Why? Us- 
ually because the members do not 
feel the challenge of an objective 
that will test their mettle, spur 
their interest and enthusiasm and 
repay their efforts. 


Wasting An Evening 


“Why,” asked a member recent- 
ly, “should I leave my home, my 
family, my radio, my television to 
attend a meeting which wastes 
the time of its members with a lot 
of picayunish matters, trifling de- 
tails of no interest to anyone? The 
secretary reads the minutes; we 
waste time over authorizing the 
roe of little bills and endless 

iscussion of the date for a card 
party—matter which a committee 
could handle in five minutes—and 
then the meeting slowly drags to 
an end too long delayed.” 

“How do you feel when it’s 
over?” we inquired. 

“We feel that an evening has 
been wasted. What have we ac- 
complished? What good have we 
done? Virtually nothing. Is it any 
wonder that societies with a nom- 
inal membership of hundreds, and 
even thousands of members, can 
scarcely get a corporals guard out? 
They’re languishing because they 
have no program which challenges 
us, nothing to stir our enthusiasm 
or capture our imagination. That’s 
why most of them are dying of dry 
rot... that may seem a bit strong, 
but it’s the truth.” 

How often have officers as well

vations when they asked members 
why they weren’t attending the 
meetings? ‘How often have priests 
gone over to attend a H. N. S. meet- 
ing only to find a little handful of 
members in a parish with hundreds 
of men? How often have they, 
priests and officers, racked their 
brains to think up a program that 
would challenge their interest and 
offer them something in return? 


After urging that convert work 
be woven into the work of every 
parish, Mr. William Bruce in his 
letter then proposed that existing 
Catholic organizations could like- 
wise be tied into this work with 
advantage not only to the convert 
movement but also to themselves. 


Plenty To Do 


“Take, for instance,” he wrote, 
“the St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
in which I have been active for 
years. In most parishes it is a 
complete wash-out. The members 
in many parishes report they have 
no poor parishioners who need their 
help, and the chapter folds up... 
they are henceforth members of 
the organization only on paper. If 
these chapters were given the task 
of winning converts, of reelaiming 
the sheep that are strayed or stol- 
en — and the woods are full of 
them — they would have plenty to 
do. 

“That goal would galvanize the 
moribund chapter back to life and 
it would not interfere in the slight- 
est with the other ends of the so- 
ciety. If 
national officers and the episcopal 
moderator and get them to assign 
the work of winning converts as 
at least one of the objectives of 
our Society it would do the Society 
a world of good and bring great 
numbers of converts into the fold 
as well.”

Then he met Communists and 
was attracted by their sense of 
purpose, zeal and enthusiasm and 
also by their claims to be champ- 
ions of the underdog. So he was 
knowingly drawn into Communist 
activities and later into the party 
itself. 

Hyde was arrested on several 
occasions, particularly during the

Charles MacDougal, will be built 
hetween the south side of the 
church and Lewis street, and fac- 
ing Calhoun street as does. the 
Cathedral. It will also be of Lan- 
non Stone and will add consider- 
ably to the beauty of Cathedral 
Square. 

On the opposite. corner stands 
the one-hundred year old convent 
of the Sisters of Providence, which 
was erected for them by the Cathe- 
dral’s first pastor, the Rt. Rev. 
Julian Benoit, who was a Fort 
Wayne pioneer priest when all of 
Indiana belonged to the Diocese of 
Vincennes. He died in 1885. 

When this old convent is re- 
placed, it, or a new Chancery 
building, will also be of the same 
stone construction so that the 
entire frontage on Calhoun street 
from Jefferson:to Lewis will com- 
pare favorably with any Cathedral 
Square in the United States. 

No other Cathedral is so advan- 
tageously situated as that in the 
Diocese of Fort Wayne. The selec- 
tion of the site was certainly provi- 
dential. In many cities a down- 
town Cathedral has, over the years, 
become a slum area, but not so 
the major church of the Fort 
Wayne Diocese. Even though the 
city has grown rapidly in the past 
few decades, it has grown in all 
four directions, leaving the Cathe- 
dral, as it always was, in the very 
heart of the city.
